A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 
Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 
establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and 
the claims at issue. 

3 . Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent 
art . 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the 

application indicating obviousness or nonobviousness . 

This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over either JP 09-209134 or JP 07-054132. 

Note that full English language translations of these 
references have been ordered and will be provided to applicant 
as soon as possible. 

JP '134 discloses D.C. sputtering target comprising In and 
at least one metal selected from Ti, Ir, Y, Cr, Zr, Hf , Ta, Co, 
Bi, Mn, and 0 (Abstract) . Examples 11, 17 and C3 each disclose 
targets containing In, Ti(Sn) and 0 within the recited atomic 
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ratio (s) (Table 2) . These examples also disclose the claimed 
density and resistivity requirements. 

JP x 132 discloses and ITP sintered compact/sputtering 
target formed by incorporating Zn, Cu, Sb, Ti, Tm, Li and Mg 
into ITO. The materials possess excellent resistivity, film- 
forming rate, surface characteristics and nodules (Abstract) . 
See also Ti-doped examples in Table 3. 

The references either specifically or inherently meet each 
of the instantly claimed limitations. 

In the event that any minor modifications are necessary to 
meet the claimed limitations, such as formation of a particular 
crystalline structure, such modifications are well within the 
purview of the skilled artisan. 

In view of the foregoing, the above claims have failed to 
patentably distinguish over the applied art . 

The remaining references listed on forms 892 and 1449 have 
been reviewed by the examiner and are considered to be cumulative 
to or less material than the prior art references relied upon in 
the rejection above.
